These 
lambs coming on a usually congested 
market *«*‘11 for a marked reduction 
nnd sine** the consumption «»f lamb 
1* limited in certain sections of the 
country, cnn ais-.es from these improp­ 
erly finish«*«! lambs do not find a ready 
sal«». 
T lds annual occurrence In this 
section not only pesiallr.es the growers 
of good lambs but mean* si loss to the 
producers of the inf»*rior kinds. 
Since 
the pr«Mluct Is lnf«*rlor it lias a tend­ 
ency to prejudice consumers ugalnst 
lamb. 
Farm* rs In the corn belt states sur 
rouudtng the Chicago mark«*t are ad­ 
vised by Unit« «1 States department of 
agriculture specialists to make a <*on- 
certe«l « ff«»rt (<» put tlu*lr lambs in bet 
ter mairket condition.
